Investors are switching 
from British Columbia stocks 
to companies with interests in 
the Yukon and North West 
Territories in the wake of the 
provincial government's 
announcement it plans a 50 
per cent tax on windfall 
profits. 

Main company to gain on 
the Vancouver Stock Ex¬ 
change is Silver Standard, 
which despite its name is 
developing a copper prospect 
in the Yukon. The Yukon 
mine, if it goes ahead, would 
be exempt from B.C. 
•royalties. 

Silver Standard shares had 
been in the spotlight for most 
of 1973 but the price slumped 
from $4 to just over $2 after 
the initial excitement over the 
discovery had worn off. Now 
the company’s prospects arc 
being revived as investors sell 
off holdings in major B.C. 
companies. 

Smaller companies like 
Davenport are also in favor 
because it has mine claims in 
the Yukon. 

Meanwhile, major B.C. 
hopefuls like Valley Copper 
and Afton continue in a slump 
about $1 to $1.50 below their 
price levels before the 
royalties were announced. 

One Victoria broker said he 
expected the rush to Yukon 
stocks would be temporary 
and the market would settle 


back to B.C. companies after 
a period of adjustment. He 
said it was impossible to 
predict whether the read¬ 
justment would be a matter of 
days or weeks. 

A second securities 
salesman lamented the timing 
of the royalty announcement. 
He said the market had made 
an astounding recovery in 
January after a limp 1973 and 
then the provincial govern¬ 
ment put a damper on it with 
its royalty legislation. 

Northair was in the 
vanguard of the mining stock 
boom based upon its gold 


discovery near Squamish. 
Gold mines would face the 
stiffest taxation under the new 
mine royalty formula and 
Northair has been under 
heavy selling pressure during 
the past 10 days. 

This has been balanced, but 
only in part, by continued 
heavy buying from Toronto, 
believed to be for American 
customers. Americans are not 
permitted to buy gold bullion 
but are able to purchase 
stocks in gold companies and 
this has become very 
fashionable south of the 
bui dei.

A new organization catering 
to tourists and the tourist 
industry in Greater Victoria 
will swing into operation early 
next month, five months after 
the Greater Victoria Visitors 
and Convention Bureau was 
liquidated. 

The fledgling body, to be, 
known as the Visitors In¬ 
formation Centre (with the 
words Greater Victoria 
somewhere in the title), will 
place the emphasis strictly on 
serving the needs of visitors 
once they have arrived in the 
area. 

It will not involve itself in 
the business of external 
tourism promotion, says Aid. 
Bill Tindall, who has 
spearheaded efforts to 
establish the agency.

The government plans a 
commission or legislative 
committee inquiry into real 
estate practices, including 
commission rates, appraisal 
methods and whether there 
should lx? more provincial 
control. 

Ross said earnings of most 
real estate salesmen are not 
inflationary when hours of

work are taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

A salesman making $10,000 a 
year may work seven days a 
week, a total of 75 hours a. 
week, lor that kind of money, 
he said. 

"You cannot fairly compare 
that salary to a salary of 
$10,000 for working 9 to 5 in an 
office for five days a week.” 
Ross said. 

He said the majority of 
salesmen work long hours, 
sacrifice their evenings and 
weekends and endure 
disruptions in family life. 


“A salesman seldom kn^ws 
if he is going to be late for 
supper or make it home for 
supper at all. This creates a 
hardship for both the husband 
and wife.” 

Ross said the inquiry will 
also discover that accredited 
appraisers of real estate 
conform to high standards. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald, in announcing the 
plan to set up a board of 
inquiry, said he was con¬ 
cerned that unqualified people 
are' making appraisals of 
house value and this was 
adding to inflation. 


Ross said he agreed with 
Macdonald that unqualified 
people should not be making 
appraisals, however, ac¬ 
credited appraisers are fully 
qualified and closely con¬ 
trolled. being called to task by 
appraisal institutes if they fail' 
to perform to standard. 

Ross said he would dispute a 
remark by Macdonald that 
there were almost no stan¬ 
dards for appraisers. Ross 
said accredited appraisers 
are fully trained for their 
work and set a high standard. 

He said if there is a problem 
in the appraisal field, it £puld 


be solved by greater use of 
accredited appraisers, rather 
than amateurs. 

Ross said much of the in¬ 
flation in the real estate 
market could be attributed to 
speculators outside the in¬ 
dustry. He said vendors 
(owners) sometimes pressure 
real estate salesmen to place 
too high a listing price on a 
property. 

And other speculators are 
busy buying houses for $40,000 
and putting them back on the 
market for $55,000. 

“These speculators are 


operating outside the control 
of the real estate industry.” 

Macdonald also said the 
province should study the role 
played by municipalities in 
controlling real estate 
operations. 

Last week Eric Charman, 
president of the real estate 
board, said the provincial 
government should play a 
larger role. permitting 
developers to appeal if a 
municipality rules against a 
rezoning application. 

It was not immediately 
known whether this is the type 
of control the provincial 
government might be con¬ 
sidering or whether it would 
seek a larger role in setting 
standards for appraisers, 
agents and salesmen. 


elected at a recent meeting of 
the ad hoc committee set up to 
bring a new bureau into 
existence. The committee 
members also signed the 
documents to incorporate the 
new organization under the 
Societies Act, but he said the 
papers would not be filed until 
Victoria city council had 
approved the proposed format 
and constitution of the Visitors 
Information Centre.

But Tindall is confident 
that a similar fate won’t befall 
the bureau s successor. He 
said the new organization 
would rely mainly on funding 
from the business community, 
through a combination of 
membership subscriptions 
and a “fee for service 
system." 

Municipal financing would 
play only a secondary role, he 
stressed. 

(The old bureau's budget of 
around $90,000 relied heavily 
on municipal help. Victoria's 
share alone came to about 
$60,000.) 

Tindall predicted that in its 
first year of operation the 
Visitors Information Centre 
could enlist membership 
support worth at least $25,000 
from tourist-oriented 
businesses With expenditure 
reduced—through elimination 
of external promotion, that 
should go a long wav toward 
making the centre financially 
healthy, he said.

Dear Sir: 

As a first time visitor to your 
country and your city, I found 
a welcome relief from all the 
tensions and anxieties we 
have in the U.S. I especially 
loved your city because it is 
peaceful, friendly and very 
beautiful. 

While reading a copy of your 
2-16-74 edition, I noted your 
movie review column, “Crime 
Wave Stays with Local 
Theatre Screens”. I feel I 
must write you. and offer 
some word about these new 
violent movies, because our 
country is now beginning to 
experience the social con¬ 
sequences of these films, and 
because I know Canada likes 
to learn of our mistakes, in 
order to avoid our errors. 
Although these Iums seem to 
have "redeeming social 
value” because good triumphs 
over evil, they are a threat to 
our societies, because they 
show techniques to would-be 
criminals and often plant 
ideas and schemes few persons 
to work on. If a criminal 
wishes to commit a crime, but 
doesn't know how to go about 


it, these movies provide a 
blue-print. 

In Boston, several persons 
were murdered by being 
splashed and ignited with 
gasoline. This was a plot 
contained in a TV program the 
night before. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, after the movie 
“Laughing Policeman” 
opened — which shows a man 
shooting passengers on a 
bus—a man was caught by 
police boarding a bus with a 
rifle. After several movies 
showing hit-and-run shoot- 
outs in speeding cars, four 
persons were killed and 
another seriously injured, by 
two men in a speeding car who 
fired with a rifle and fled. 
Since in both our countries, 
these films are protected by 
press freedoms, the only way 
for communities to bar these 
movies is by petitioning 
theatre owners, boycotting or 
picketing theatres, even 
holding community meetings 
with your theatre owners 
present. Television violence is 
just threatening, but may be 
effectively controlled with 
letters to sponsors and net¬ 
works. This is just now — too 
late — just beginning to start 
in the U.S., but the damage 
has been done — increasing 
hold-ups with Kung-Fu at¬ 
tacks, senseless murders, 
outrageous kidnappings, 
bombings, and snipings.

All about Sweeping Beauty 


Do women curlers let 
fashion consciousness in¬ 
terfere with their game? Yes 
and no.— depending on who 
you listen to 

“I can tell you within a 
dollar what it costs to outfit a 
man for curling — with a 
woman, no way!'' one Vic¬ 
toria sporting goods retailer 
told The Express. 

‘‘Ladies are more self- 
conscious about their ap¬ 
pearance on ice,” he con¬ 
tinued. “For instance, they 


might buy a broom more for 
its cosmetic appeal than for 
performance — like with pom 
poms on it and stuff.” 

Not so, says curling in¬ 
structor Penny LaRocque, 
second in the Nova Scotia rink 
competing in Lassie *74 at 
Memorial Arena. 

‘‘He’s out of his mind,” she 
said before going out on the 
ice Tuesday for the cham¬ 
pionship’s fourth draw. ‘‘It’s 
taken us three years to find 
the right curling broom.” 

“We choose our brooms 


with care.” chimes in Sharon 
Horne, Nova Scotia's third. 

When asked if women 
curlers generally put per¬ 
formance over fashion, Horne 
said they do “if they are 
competitive.” 

Nevertheless, while a basic 
outfit for the woman curler 
averages around $80 in Vic¬ 
toria. there are varied options 
which can boost the figure 
considerably. 

Slacks range from $19.95 to 
$50. Most of them are ski 
slacks easily adapted to 


curling. Popular this year are 
the “boot-in” variety with 
straps for the bottom of the 
foot so the slack goes into the 
boot. Looser-legged flares are 
also evident in this year’s 
Lassie. 

For $36 a woman curler can 
get an individually tailored 
wool sweater from Van¬ 
couver’s Pride of the West 
Mills. The cost rises if zippers, 
coloured trim or crests are 
^wanted. For the rink with a 
tight budget, orlon models 
range from $22 to $30. 


Corn brooms for women 
come in 10 styles. Some have 
tapered shafts and are made 
in lengths to meet the shorter 
female arm. They come in 
light, medium and heavy 
weights and cost from $8.95 to 
$14.95 in sport shops. 

Gloves are all made of 
doeskin and tailored in ladies' 
sizes of small, medium, large 
and extra large. Padded 
palms are optional — for those 
who blister easily. 

Fashion conscious? A $4.95 
“slack saver” protects 


knee-wear in the slacks and 
provides some comfort in 
delivery of the rock. 

Boots and shoes come in 
about the same ranges of 
price as street wear. Low cuts 
looking not unlike track shoes 
— in a variety of colours — are 
popular this year. Bags for 
shoes are also growing. 

On the Pacific coast tarns 
are not stocked to the same 
degree as on the Prairies and 
in Eastern Canada, where 
outdoor curling takes place as 
well as indoor. 


Everything won’t be rosy 
right away. Autoplan ads 
warn B.C. drivers, but the 
service is still going to be the 
rosiest anyone in this province 
has ever had, the Victoria 
claims centre manager said 
this week. 

“The service, even on 
Friday, will be better than 
anyone has ever had,” Jack 
Bell predicted. 

Bell is the man in charge of 
the Victoria claims centre on 
the old Johnston Terminals lot 
at Douglas and Ardersier. At 
8:15 a.m. Friday the doors to 
the centre will be officially 
opened and Autoplan, billed as 
“Your insurance company”, 
will be a reality, ready or not. 

There will be problems. 

As the advertisements say 
— “Even our problems have 
problems.” 

The Victoria claims centre, 
like all others in the province, 
is still suffering through the 
upsets of painters, carpenters 
and plasterers. Ladders grace 
its offices and tarpaulins line 
the floors to catch paint spills. 

But the office has a staff — 
36 in all — and it has desks, 
paper, pencils and phones. 

The main phone number — 
388 7822 will be manned 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. The line can handle 
almost 20 calls at a time and 
those answering it will tell 
drivers exactly what to do to 
get their claims processed. 

The Victoria centre covers 
the area from Cobble Hill to 
Sidnpy, including Snoke. Port 
Renfrew, Jordan River and 
the Inner Gulf Islands. 

Ten travelling adjusters 
headquartered in Victoria will 
handle all claims in outlying 
areas. 

Another 10 adjusters will 
man the main office and work 
with the four estimators there. 

Bell said the estimators are 
highly-qualified, experienced 
people who can look over a 
damaged car and decide just 
how long and how much it will 
cost to fix it. 

The present claims centre 
across the side street from the 
Red Lion Inn is only tem¬ 
porary.

A new centre will be built 
eventually on the same lot and 
will be even more efficient. 

Bell said he hopes to be able 
to have a person with a claim 
in and out of the office in 25 
minutes. 

The new claims centre 
should be able to process 
claims 10 or 15 minutes faster 
than that. 

Bell said there should be no 
delay in making claim 
payments Adjusters have 
authority to issue drafts and 
all payments to body shops 
will be made within 30 days of 
submission of the bill. 

The Victoria centre, the 
largest in the province, also 
houses the regional claims 
manager for all of Vancouver 
Island. Trevor Wignall. 

Autoplan will work. Bell 
said. 

It’s just a matter of people 
getting used to phoning the 
claims centre instead of their 
insurance agent and realizing 
where the centre is. 

“Drivers will get better 
service. They can talk to the 
estimator and question his 
decision if they want, and they 
don’t have to spend a whole 
day running around and 
getting different estimates." 

Two adjusters will be on 
emergency call 24 hours a day 
ready to go to the scene of a 
serious accident no matter 
what time of day or night.

A “complete investigation” 
has begun into flooding 
problems in the Bilston Creek 
area along Sooke Hoad, High¬ 
ways Minister Graham Lea 
has announced. 

In a letter to The Express, 
Lea said the investigation is 
being conducted by the high¬ 
ways department, lands and 
forest department and the 
Capital region district board. 


No one agency would be able 
to solve the problem, he said. 

Lea noted that the flooding 
has been caused by “the 
upsetting of the natural 
drainage system as a result of 
continual build-up of 
population.” 

Any solution, he said, will 
have to “balance the need for 
proper land use with the need 
for housing in this area.”

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace believes the 
provincial government has 
already decided Oak Bay 
should be amalgamated with 
other Greater Victoria 
municipalities. 

"It’s quite clear that the 
minister of municipal affairs 
(James Lorimer) has decided 
that Oak Bay should be 
amalgamated with X. Y, or Z, 
whatever the amalgamated 
area will be.” the Oak Bay 
MLA said in an interview. 


Wallace said he bases his 
belief on private information 
he has gathered and on the 
answers Lorimer has given to 
Wallace’s questions in the 
legislature. 

Asked in the house about 
possible amalgamation of Oak 
Bay with other municipalities. 
Lorimer said last week: 

“Well, of course, you’re a 
little premature. There's been 
no suggestion that there’s any 
action to be taken im¬ 
mediately at this time.” 


The answer, according to 
Wallace, implies it is not a 
question of “will” there be 
amalgamation but s mply a 
matter of “when." 

Wallace said he expects it to 
come some time this year. 

There is no justification for 
amalgamation, said Wallace, 
and the people of Oak Bay “to 
a man” will be opposed to the 
move. 

“Oak Bay is a very well-run, 


municipality," he said. “Why 
should we give up our in¬ 
dependence and autonomy?” 

Municipal aldermen have 
demonstrated a sensitivity to 
the wishes of the people in Oak 
Bay, he said, by taking action 
to prevent shopping centres, 
gas stations and high-rises 
from moving into the 
residential areas. 

Wallace said he has "no 
idea” why the government 
wants to push it through. 

Other areas may have good 


reason to want to join in a 
larger municipality, he said, 
but Oak Bay would have 
nothing to gain and history 
shows that amalgamation will 
not necessarily cut down on 
administration costs. 

Lorimer has promised there 
would be a vote on 
amalgamation by all people 
affected but Wallace said even 
if every Oak Bay resident 
votes against it, they could be 
outnumbered by even just 
Victoria and Saanich.

Utility poles too close for comfort? 


WASHINGTON — 
Sometime this year, the 
United States will pass the 2 
million milestone in traffic 
deaths since the invention of 
the automobile. Much of the 
blame lies with lack of safety 
in highway construction. 

Each year the U.S. pours $18 
million into expansion and 
improvement of its 3.75 
million miles of roads, but 
each year 15,000 motorists are 
lured to their death by high¬ 
way booby traps that lure 
vehicles off the road. 


A U.S. congressional sub¬ 
committee that has been 
assessing the safety of the 
nation's roads over the past 
six years concludes that not 
only is the highway system 
inadequate, but road builders 
continue to make the same old 
mistakes and build hazards 
into new highways. 

•‘We must conclude with 
regret that hundreds of 
thousands of Americans have 
died on and along the high¬ 
ways of the nation not because 
we have lacked the wisdom or 


the technology to save them, 
but because we have lacked 
the will to apply it," the 
congressional subcommittee 
says in its report. 

“The life that is claimed by 
an unnecessary roadside 
hazard, a concealed rural 
intersection or a freeway 
designed in such a way that it 
overtaxes a responsible driver 
is a life lost .through in¬ 
difference and ineptness." 

The subcommittee compiled 
2,616 pages of printed 
testimony after interviewing 


more than 80 witnesses, 
studying road conditions in 
various states, filming high¬ 
way hazard spots and. as a 
result, capturing some 
startling crash scenes. 

There are 2,800 photographs 
in the report, regarded as the 
most complete on the subject 
in history, and shedding 
considerable light on the 
annual rate of 16 million 
traffic accidents. 2 million 
disabling injuries and more 
than 56,000 fatalities. 


Among the hazards men¬ 
tioned in the report: 

—Road signs that often fail 
to make sense, are printed in 
lettering known to he too 
small to be read by 20 per cent 
of U.S. drivers at the 
necessarv distance, and on 
freeways too close to exits for 
drivers to react properly. 

—Clusters of road signs that 
confuse the driver and, in any 
case, are too numerous to be 
properly read; 

—On smaller roads, signs 


that are frequently hidden 
behind trees, hedges and 
buildings; 

—Lack of uniformity in 
color with yellow, red and 
green intermixed on stop 
signs; 

—Inaccurate measure¬ 
ments on overpass clearances 
(several trucking companies 
send crews to do their own 
measuring and provide guides 
for their drivers); 

—Utility poles so close to the

WHITEHORSE—Officially, 
Whitehorse may not be so 
remote as some of its 
residents think 
The city, capital of the 
Yukon Territory, is hardly a 
northern outpost according to 
Ottawa but there is a group 
fighting that image. 

A total of 800 federal em¬ 
ployees have been receiving 
northern isolation pay 
allowances -as much as 50 
cents an hour more in salary 
and fringe benefits such as a 
free plane ride out of the 
territory once a year for the 
employee and family. 

But now the federal 
government is suggesting that 
Whitehorse is no longer an 
isolated northern outpost with 
its more than 12,000 people 
Consequently it intends to cut 
off the allowances for all its 
Whitehorse employees. 

The employees have been 
protesting against the move 
because they claim that even 
if Whitehorse is more ac¬ 
cessible than it used to be, 
inflated costs still make 
living there more expensive 
than in southern parts of 
Canada, about 34 per cent on 
average. 

And apparently businesses 
stand to lose more than half a 
million dollars from salaries. 

On Saturday morning, 
Northern Affairs Minister 
Jean Chretien is due to arrive 
in the city to attend Yukon 
celebrations and the federal 
workers intend to greet him 
when he steps off the plane in 
a protest.

WASHINGTON - President 
Nixon said Monday there was 
a "better than even chance" 
that gasoline rationing can 
still be avoided and he 
forecast that line-ups at U.S. 
service stations would grow 
shorter this *pring and 
summer. 

In a nationally-televised 
press conference, Nixon also 
expressed the view that in¬ 
flation can be beaten, a 
business recession won't be 
permitted, and that he will not 
be impeached. 

In response to questions on 
his possible impeachment, 
Nixon said it was his opinion 
that criminal offence was the 
requirement and “I do not 
expect to be impeached." 

On energy, he said dire 
predictions that the U.S. 
would run out of heating oil 
and industrial fuel this winter 
had not materialized but he 
added that gas station line-ups 
were a cause for concern. 

He repeated an earlier 
prediction that the Arab oil 
embargo will be lifted but 
warned that fuel prices will 
remain high. 

Nixon said he was confident 
inflation will be brought under 
control this year and he 
conceded there was currently 
a "downturn" in the economy. 

"We will not stand by and 
allow a recession to occur," he 
said.

OTTAWA - Revision of the 
family court system has been 
urged to enforce alimony and 
child maintenance. 

A unified system to deal 
with separations, divorce and 
child maintenance has been 
strongly advocated for the 
Canadian provinces by the 
Canadian Law Reform 
Commission. 

The commission says in a 
special report that 80,000 
Canadian families are not 
being supported by the parent 
or spouse responsible under 
law. It says this means the 
public must pay about $365 
million in welfare to those 
families. 

The commission suggests a 


unified court be set up at the 
provincial level of the 
Superior Court* taking up 
responsibility for payments 
and including a special branch 


to enforce the family support 
ordered by a judge. 

The commission adds that 
would also alleviate slow and 
expensive court procedures.

Oil profit 
too high 
— Shah

To the motorist lining up at 
the gas pump, the oil shortage 
in the U.S. is real. But is it? 

The Shah of Iran suggested 
this week that the U.S. is 
importing as much oil as it did 
before the Arab embargo was 
imposed during the Mideast 
War last October. 

"Why should you care about 
that?” the Iranian ruler asked 
Mike Wallace during a 
nationally televised interview 
on the oil shortage. "You are 
not short of oil.” 

That came as news to 
thousands of U.S. service 
station dealers who simply 
aren't able to obtain enough 
gas from their suppliers to 
stay in business 

If the Shah is correct, 
what's going on? 

Profiteering by the big oil 
companies, suggests the New 
York Times in a despatch 
from Tehran 

The profit of western 
companies operating in the 
Middle East has jumped in the 
past year from 30 cents to 
more than $1 a barrel, the

SAN FRANC ISCCP^Parents 
of kidnapped Patricia Hearst 
are afraid that the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army has 
carried out its threat to break 
off negotiations. 

Lack of communication 
between the family and 
kidnappers this week was the 
longest period of silence since 
the girl was snatched. The 
kidnappers went for three 
days without communicating 
despite efforts by William 
Randolph Hearst to secure the 
girl’s release. 

Abductors said earlier that 
the kidnapping was part of an 
attempt to provide food to 
needy Californians. But a 
crowd throwing rocks and 
bottles forced closure of one 
food distribution centre in 
Oakland soon after handouts 
were started by the Hearst 
family. 

However thousands of 
families collected free food at 
three other distribution 
points. A demand by the 
kidnappers for an additional 
$4 million in ransom would be 
met only if Miss Hearst was 
allowed to go free, the family 
said this week.

"We know that the oil 
companies are making really' 
excessive profits,’’ the 
Iranian Shah agrees. “I have 
been told by our own people 
that there is at least $1 in that 
price that for no reason at all 
goes to the oil companies ” 

Admittedly, this is a frac¬ 
tion of the tax increase on 
each barrel of oil buyers must 
absorb. The tax has risen by a 
spectacular 300 per cent since 
the Mideast War In that 
period, the tax-paid cost of 
crude oil to members of the 
Iranian consortium has 
jumped to $7.13 a barrel from 
$1.75. 

However, governments of 
producing and consuming 
nations have no real control 
over the profits of the oil 
companies and since Jan. 1, 
the companies have been 
offering established Japanese 
customers oil at $8.40 a barrel, 
freight on board at Iranian 
ports. 

Subtracting 10 cents a 
barrel for production cost, this 
yields a nominal profit of $1.18 
for a profit margin of 15 per 
cent. 

This clearly represents an 
enormous increase in revenue 
to the marketing companies. 
However, it is a fraction of 
what the National Iranian Oil 
Company gained from an 
auction of 850 million barrels 
of oil in December. There 
were 62 bidders, mostly in¬ 
dependent marketers and 
refiners, and the oil was sold 
for $17 a barrel. 

Obviously, it is a seller's 
market and the panic demand 
for oil on the international 
market has led to what the 
Shah suspects are fraudulent 
practices. 

In the television interview, 
the Shah told of tankers 
changing their destinations 
"two or three times" in mid¬ 
ocean and of oil being sold for 
one destination and winding 
up somewhere else. 

Asked if he saw fraud in 
such operations, the Shah 
replied: "Well, something is 
going on for sure.” 

The Shah is not alone in his 
concern over excessive 
company profits. Other 
members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries are considering a 
new tax system on oil 
marketing companies that 
would .hit hard at excess 
profits. 

Meanwhile, the Kyodo news 
service reports from Tokyo 
that Saudi Arabia plans to 
begin negotiations for com¬ 
plete nationalization of the 
Arabian American Oil Co., the 
world’s largest.

' WASHINGTON — The 
U.S.’s federal energy chief 
William Simon feels gas 
rationing can be avoided but 
the allocation program, now 
in its third week, is in trouble. 

The situation parallels 1942 
when President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt ordered a national 
commission, led by Bernard 
Baruch, to study the problem. 

Pumps ran dry. Lines of 
cars waited at gas stations 
and, in spite of a $250,000 
advertising campaign by the 
big oil companies, people 
were unconvinced that the gas 
shortage was real. 

Roosevelt was reluctant to 
impose an unpopular 
rationing system. The 
political timidity, the con¬ 
fusion and the fistfights at the 
gas pump in mid-1942 are 
repeating themselves today. 

Roosevelt buckled. He was 
swayed, not by Baruch’s 
urging for rationing, but by 
German U-boat attacks on oil 
tankers in the Caribbean. War 
at sea created the necessity 


Unwanted liner 
possible hotel 


PARIS — A seagoing white 
elephant is going to be sold, 
possibly to the Soviet Union or 
China, the newspaper France 
Soir has reported. 

The paper said the buyers of 
the liner France — the world’s 
largest passenger ship — 
might turn it into a hotel. It 
added that the French 
government might get rid of 
the ship before the end of the 
year, but not before it loses an

Built for the North Atlantic 
and impossible to convert 
economically for cruising in 
southern waters, the France 
has been a chronic money- 
loser.

The maximum guaranteed 
supplement for single pen 
sioners will go a $77.22 from 
$75.85. For a married couple 
who are both pensioners, the 
maximum supplement will be 
$67.87 each, up from $65.58 a 
month.

Today, 124 million 
consume nearly 7 million 
barrels every 24 hours. 

Scaled down in comparison 
to what rationing in 1974 could 
mean, the first and only 
national gas rationing in 1942 
worked fairly well. 

The plan was to eliminate 
pleasure driving — and it did. 

Suspecting one’s neighbors 
might have been the most 
unsavory part of the plan. 

A, B, C and X stickers were 
handed out by 7,000 Office of 
Price Administration offices 
set up in storefronts, city halls 
and firehalls across the 
country. Drivers stuck them 
on windshields and were given 
books of coupons which they 
traded at service stations for 
the number of gallons allowed 
them on the stickers. 

The men manning the 
pumps pasted the coupons in 
little books of their own. 
Federal officials checked 
coupon sales against gas 
inventories taken at the 
beginning of rationing. 

The man with a B sticker 
had double that allotted for an 
A, the B indicating he needed 
a car to drive to work wtiile 
A’s car was strictly for 
pleasure. 

The C sticker families were 
the most favored. They were 
for drivers in "essential war 
work’’—ministers, Red Cross 
workers. administrators 
travelling from school to 
school, news deliverymen, 
photographers, embalmers, 
public nurses and farmers 
also being included in the 
category. 

The X stickers went mostly 
to doctors or policemen and 


were so rare they went 
unquestioned, entitling the 
holders to full tanks of gas. 

Truckers had T stickers and 
were able to holler “Fill ’er 
up” throughout the remainder 
of the war. 

People of those days thought 
the rationing was to save 
tires, not gas. 

Chester Bowles, former 
Connecticut governor, moved 
to Washington to head the 
program. 

Rationing was under way in 
three weeks, a major new 
program being introduced

An estimated 750,000 
Canadians curl but Wally 
Ursuliak feels the sport’s 
progress is retarded because 
of an indifference towards 
development. 

Ursuliak is all for curling. 
The 44-year-old Edmontonian 
was Hec Gervais’ second 
when the big potato farmer 
won the Canadian and World 
curling championship in 1961 

Better than average at 
hockey and baseball in his 


youth. Ursuliak regards 
curling as "Canada's national 
participant sport." If you try 
and tell him that lacrosse is 
the national game, he’ll ask 
"who the hell plays it?” and 
then emphasizes "par¬ 
ticipant ” 

Wally doesn't attempt to 
hide a mercenary interest in 
the game He’s in the business 
of developing the sport, and 
that still doesn’t detract from 
his overall enthusiasm. 


Ursuliak and Ray Turnbull 
of Winnipeg, who curled in the 
1958 Brier at Memorial Arena 
with the Terry Braunstein 
rink, keep busy in the winter 
months with curling clinics. 

They have instructed from 
the North Shore Winter Club 
in Vancouver to the 
Maritimes. attracted about 
400 youngsters to classes in 
Switzerland, and also spread 
the gospel in Sweden. 

In Canada, Ursuliak. here to 
watch the Canadian women’s 


Lassie championship this 
week, finds greatest en¬ 
thusiasm in the Maritimes. 

The western teachers are in 
great demand in the east. 

Overall, however, Ursuliak 
detects a reluctance to accept 
hints. 

"A golfer doesn’t hesitate to 
take lessons. But the curlers’ 
attitudes are strange. It’s as if 
they're afraid to admit they 


can learn something,” he 
says. 

That’s enough to get you 
started. 

"It’s a copying sport." he 
adds. "In the past, you 
learned by watching someone 
else and copying his style. In 
my cas*. I was fortunate Matt 
Baldwin was around. If you 
live in an area where there are 
no Baldwins around, you wind 
up copying someone else and 
that may not be good enough." 

Ursuliak feels the essential 
ingredient in good curling is 
“a good sense of balance.” 


After that, the requirements 
are "fundamentals such as a 
good delivery and sweeping." 

If you want to go further, 
"then the rest is up to the 
individual. It boils down to 
how much time he wants to 
spend on practising.” 

An observer of the national 
scene since his competitive 
days with Gervais, Ursuliak 
detects greater advancement 
among women curlers than 
with the men. 

"The average age of the 
men competing in the Brier 
dropped from about 45 to 25. 
The average has stayed at 25 


for the past few years," he 
said. 

"Now the same reduction is 
happening in the lassie. The 
girls are getting younger and 
better. They’re interested in 
learning and the good young 
women curlers are coming 
along earlier and earlier." 

As for the average age of the 
women competing in 
Memorial Arena this week, 

Wally wouldn't say. 

"You’ll have to find a 
braver man than me to go out 
there and ask the women their 
ages," he declared. Wally Ursuliak

Threat or mirage? 


Is this going to be the year 
New York Rangers, who 
haven't made it since 1940, are 
finally going to regain the 
Stanley Cup? Or are the 
Broadway Blueshirts again 
creating a mirage. 

While Boston Bruins have 
been going about clinching the 
East Division championship 
and other attention has been 
focused on Philadelphia 
Flyers and Chicago Black 
Hawks in the West Division, 
the Rangers have been the 
fastest-moving club in the 
National Hockey League since 
Jan. 10. 

That’s the day a 7-2 
trouncing by Buffalo Sabres 
brought general-manager 
Emile Francis out of the club 
offices and back behind the 
players’ bench to resume 
coaching duties. 

Since Francis took over 
from Larry Popein, the 
Rangers have lost only two of 
18 games, almost certainly 
clinched a playoff spot, and 
moved up to challenge 
Montreal Canadiens for 
second place. 

For the sake of comparison, 
the Rangers have played .806 
hockey. And that’s faster than 
the pace of the Bruins (.762), 
Philadelphia Flyers (.667), 
Chicago Black Hawks (.737) 
or Montreal Canadiens (.619) 
in the same period.

Wildlife group 
urges system 
of wild rivers 

Following a four-year period of gathering data, the B.C. 

Wildlife Federation is pushing forward a resolution, passed at 
the 1968 convention in Kamloops, calling for implementationof a 
"wild river" act by the provincial legislature. 

Part of the background to the resolution, proposed in 1968 by 
the Chilko Dredgers Wildlife Club, states: 

"Clear running water with its attendant aquatic, bird and 
terrestrial wildlife and natural flora intact has an attraction 
that few of us. even the most urbanite and citified, can resist. 

Streams create scenery — water has been called the focal point 
of scenery — and that attribute alone is sufficient to argue 
strongly for their preservation in a natural state. Their scenic 
attributes serve the artist, the photographer, the nature lover, 
or the person who merely wants to walk and relax beside them. 

"But natural, unpolluted, clean waters, free of dams and log 
drives, undredged and unchannelled, untrammelled by man's 
industry in any way, also hold special attraction for the angler, 
the canoeist, the boater, the hiker, the swimmer, the picnicker, 
the camper, and all who enjoy the outdoors.” 

With funds received from a White Owl Conservation Award, 
the federation has published a 24-page booklet explaining the 
urgent need to establish a system of unfettered rivers 
throughout the province. 

The booklet, edited by Geoff Warden and Ed Malenkow, in¬ 
cludes specific studies on the Gitnadoix, southwest of Terrace; 
the Chilko-Chilcotin, east of Williams Lake; and the Cowichan. 

A Wild and Scenic Rivers Act was passed by the U S. Congress 
the same year Chilko Dredgers put forward their resolution. 

The federation proposes that British Columbia should protect its 
rivers under the three-class system adopted in the United States 
— with some modification. 

Basically the three-class system is as follows: 

—"Wild river areas — those rivers or sections of rivers that 
are free of impoundments and generally inaccessible except by 
trail, with watersheds of shorelines essentially primitive and 
waters unpolluted. 

—"Scenic river areas — those rivers or sections of rivers that 
are free of impoundments, with shorelines or watersheds still 
largely primitive and shorelines largely undeveloped, but ac¬ 
cessible in places by roads. 

—“Recreation river areas — those rivers or sections of rivers 
that are readily accessible by road or railroad, that may have 
some development along their shorelines, and that may have 
undergone some impoundment or diversion in the past." 

While explaining that they don’t wish to imply the Gitnadoix, 

Chilko-Chilcotin and Cowichan should be the only rivers in B.C. 
afforded protected status, the federation suggests they are 
prime examples of wild, scenic and recreation rivers, respec¬ 
tively. 

If our new provincial government doesn’t take the ap¬ 
propriate steps at this sitting of the legislature, we suggest the 
time is ripe for such a system to be set up this fall.

Speaking about federal fisheries, there has been a change in 
the regulations with respect to clam digging. The new rule 
states no person shall dig for or take in one day more than 24 
clams of any species in aggregate. Previously there was no such 
restriction on quantity.

Open to all fishermen are the 
Membership Derby (May 12), Goldstream Conservation Derby

Clarke Derby on June 16.

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Schibli checks field site, 
shaves for renewed action 


A group of union 
representatives seeking a new 
contract for themselves 
recently asked for divorce 
insurance. 

They didn't get it, but their 
request wasn't as tongue-in- 
cheek as it might seem. 

Their generally long hours 
and working conditions are 
not likely to enhance their 
prospects of a happy fumily 
life. 

And their job security isn’t 
so good, either. 

About half of B.C.'s union 
business agents hold elected 
positions, which means their 
membership must regularly 
vote to continue them in their 
jobs, sometimes on an anuual 
basis. 

And if there’s a strike, most 
business agents lose their 
income for the strike duration 
along with the workers they 
represent. 

Take a typical day in the life 
of John Schibli, secretary of 
Vancouver Island Building 
Trades Council — a typical 
144-hour day, that is. 

It started at 8 a m. in his 
office in the Union Centre, 
looking over the mail and 
briefing other people on the 
results of his previous day’s 
trip to Vancouver. 

By 9 a m he was on the road 
to sign a new union agreement 
with a contractor. 

It was a short trip, but it was 
punctuated, as are most of his 
journeys, by stops to look at 
new building sites, talk to 
workmen, and check on the 
amount of non-union con¬ 
struction. 

Back in the office at 10 a.m., 
he met other business agents 
in the building trades to 
discuss mutual interests and 
problems. 

There was a great deal said 
about one construction site 
where workers were 
threatening to “wobble’’ the 
job in protest against the use 
of a non-union hauling com¬ 
pany to bring in materials. 

Schibli was delegated to go 
there at noon and see if he 
could de-fuse the situation. 

Meanwhile, there was an 
urgent phone call to talk to 
representatives from the 
Legislative Buildings con¬ 
struction crew. 

But he took time to eat a 
fried egg sandwich before 
going to the building site for a 
rowdy, finger-pointing session 
between union represen¬ 
tatives and job foremen. 

One foreman capitulated 
and promised to haul only by 
union carriers in future. 

But another contractor 
couldn't be reached to give a 
similar promise, and all the 
work crew — union and non¬ 
union — walked off the job. 

Leaving phone messages for 
the contractor, he headed for 
the Douglas Building 
cafeteria to sort out the 
problem there. 

At the informal meeting 
there were three job stewards, 
representing about 80 work¬ 
men who wanted to know 
whether they were to be 
members of a construction 
union, or civil servants 
belonging to the B.C. 
Government Employees 
Union. 

Three of the representatives 
w ere from coast ruction trades 


unions, Schibli, Jim Sawyer 
from the Carpenters Union 
and Jim McAvov of the 
Electricians, and joining them 
were John Fryer, secretary- 
treasurer of the BCGEU, and 
Peper Marshall, one of his 
union representatives. 

It was a wordy session once 
more, and it was finally 
agreed that a membership 
mpeting should be held to 
explain just what the various 
unions have been doing. 

Back to the office to again 
try to sort out the construction 
problems, and to write up 
minutes of the morning 
meeting. 

Finally came word that all 
future delivery of materials 
would come by union haulers, 
and then there were 
discussions with other 
business agents to be sure 
everyone understood the new 
arrangements, so that the 


work in Victoria, many 
representatives have out-of- 
town responsibilities. 

lnSchibli’scase, this means 
about five days a month in 
Vancouver and another week 
or so every second month 
looking after the Kitimat- 
Terrace area. 

There are problems of 
organization — recruiting new 
members and persuading 
employers to sign contracts — 
as well as settling the 
problems of current mem¬ 
bers. 

Oh yes, and Schibli expects 
to end up in court about once a 
year — the last time to answer 
a complaint about information 
picketing he had arranged at 
non-union job sites. 

And all this is for wages 
which equal approximately 
foreman's pay in industry, but 
without the overtime pay 
which hourly workers

workmen would go back to 
work next morning. 

At 5:45 p.m. Schibli went for 
a hasty dinner before heading 
back to the Union Centre for a 
Labor Council executive 
meeting, followed by the 
regular council meeting. 

Finally, at 10:15 p.m., his 
working day was over — as 
long as he didn’t get any 
telephone calls when he got 
home. 

Arguments and job stop¬ 
pages aren’t the only business 
of a union representative and 
it takes about five years to 
train one. 

He is expected to act in a 
quasi-legal capacity, dealing 
with the intricacies of the 
Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, the Workmen's 
Compensation Act and 
provincial and federal labor 
laws. 

On top of the long hours at 


demand, and which 
representatives insist must be 
negotiated into all contracts. 

Why do they do it? 

It has to be dedication to the 
union cause. 

The majority of union 
representatives have come up 
from the tradesman's world of 
the workers they represent, 
moving to positions of 
leadership within their own 
locals, and later to their 
specialized work which they 
learn by doing. 

Many receive attractive 
offers to work for the 
management they oppose, and 
some accept, notably Weldon 
Jubenville, sometime IWA 
official, and now working for 
the forestry companies. 

But most hold fast to the 
union cause, challenged by the 
fights and difficulties, and 
hoping for understanding 
wives. 


Sidney's volunteer firemen 
would rather not go anywhere 
near Victoria International 
Airport, Sidney council was 
told this week. 

Firemen are concerned 
about the volatile material 
and explosives kept in airport 
buildings, Aid. Pat Merritt 
told council. 

“They are concerned they 
will have to spend hours 
fighting a big fire at the air¬ 
port and have to leave the 
town of Sidney unattended,’’ 
she said. 

Sidney fire department has 
a contract with North Saanich 
to provide protection for 
airport buildings. The 
Ministry pf Transport, which 
used to take responsibility for 
airport fires, pulled out most 
of its equipment last year. 

Two regular fire trucks and 
one special crash-rescue unit 
belonging to the MoT are on 
duty at the airport until 
midnight every night. 

The North Saanich and 
Sidney contract provides fire 
protection for airport 
buildings only, not aircraft. 

A controversy erupted last 
year about the hours of fire 
coverage at the airport. 

Aid. Chris Andersen said he 
would like to see the firemen

stay “completely clear of the 
airport.” 

“I don’t mind losing a truck 
while the men are fighting a 
fire in Sidney, but I’m 
unhappy to think that we can 
lose a truck or have men in¬ 
jured at a federal airport. 

“No municipality should 
commit a volunteer fire 
department to protect a 
federal installation.” An¬ 
dersen said. 

Council agreed to discuss 
the matter with North Saanich 
council and the MoT and 
report back to the firemen. 


Highways Minister Graham 
Lea advised academic social 
scientists last weekend to 
leave their ivory towers and 
try solving social problems at 
the grass roots — “from the 
seat in a taxi cab or in a pulp 
mill.” 

A self-confessed “non¬ 
intellectual,” Lea, a former 
cab driver and bartender, 
was attending a weekend 
symposium at the University 
of Victoria on Power and 
Conflict in B.C. 

He described the experience 
to sponsoring members of the 
Canadian Sociology and 
Anthropology Association as 
"a little unbearable." 

At the end of the two-day 
seminar Lea — as he stepped 
up to take his place on a panel 
studying “The relationship 
between social sciences and 
government” — said the 
symposium had given him 
reason to be glad he never 
attended university. 

The symposium had 
brought together about 50 
resource people, including 
academics, social scientists 
and politicians, to discuss a 
definition of “power” in terms 
of labor, feminism, ethnic 
groups and education in the 
province. 

“It seems to me," said Lea, 
“this symposium has been a 
little unbearable . . . almost a 
competition between who 
could structure sentences in 
the best way.” 

Put bluntly, he said, “it’s 
debatable whether they 
(social scientists) should be in 
government. 

They want to have their 
says, but they want to rule 
from above and direct social 
improvement projects from 
the university. 

“I suggest they leave their 
books and take part in life; try 
changes from there .... from 
a seat in a taxi cab or in a pulp 
mill. I’d be darn wary of in¬ 
volving them in government.” 

He was responding to a 
suggestion by B.C. Liberal 
Leader David Anderson, also 
on the panel, that academics 
should keep an independent 
position, but work to analyze 


governments, increasing 
number of social policies. 

"It’s necessary for 
government to get the 
opinions of sociologists. 1 feel 
we don’t get enough now. 
There’s virtually no in¬ 
telligence in the legislature.” 
Anderson said. 

Referring to Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly’s 
recent announcement that the 
student teacher classroom 
ratio would be decreased to 17- 
to-1, Anderson said social 
scientists should try to 
determine if the money 
required to hire extra 
teachers would be well spent. 

“It may have no value 
whatsoever and I’m surprised 
social scientists didn’t step out 
and analyze the move,” he 
added. 

“Where is the comment on 
these policies from the outside 
world?” Anderson asked, 
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lea 

suggesting social scientists 
should be employed at least as 
consultants for independent 
analysis.

Outside the "fat cat’’ 
metropolitan areas of B.C., 
people feel like exploited 
colonists because of the lack 
of health care and community 
resources, according to Dr. 
Richard Foulkes, author of 
the Foulkes report on health 
care. 

Isolated communities have 
difficulty in getting and 
keeping the professionals who 
can deliver medical, dental,, 
psychological and social 
services to them, he told 
members of James Bay 
Community Association 
Monday night. 

The real necessity in health 
car, he said, is integration of 
all services to people, since 
physical health is linked with 
other factors, including 
education and economics. 

• "Doctors, social workers 
public health nurses, doctors 
and hospital administrators 
are all isolated from each 
other,” he said. 

There is no co-ordination 
between such things as 
building programs and social 
and health needs. 

For instance, he said, in 
Vancouver 600 housing units 
are being built in a high rise 
development, all of it for 
elderly people. 

‘‘Do we really want, and do 
the elderly really want a 
ghetto of elderly citizens, or is 
it better to scatter them 


among families and other age 
groups?” he asked. 

He also noted that doctors 
and hospital administrators 
close to the proposed 
development have not been 
asked if they can provide 
necessary medical care for 
such a large group of elderly 
citizens. 

He suggested that health 
care should include con¬ 
sideration of factors such as 
the need for community and 
recreation resources. 

"What good would a whole 
truck load of psychiatrists be 
in Prince George? What can a 
psychiatrist do there except to 
give drugs to make people 
adjust to a rotten system?” 
There are particular needs in 
the North, said Foulkes, 
where in the Kitimat-Stikeen 
district alone there is a 65 per 
cent labor turnover every 
year, and a continual 
movement of doctors and 
dentists in and out of the 
district, so that there is no 
continuity of medical service. 
One way to keep professional 
people in these communities 
would be by the provision of 
piupei working conditions. 
Another way would be to allow 
residents of those areas to 
enter medical school. 

"We have never graduated a 
native Indian physician in 
B.C.,” said Foulkes.

"It’s not mine,” a 27-year- 
old black man from Van¬ 
couver shouted early last 
Monday to Victoria police who 
found a knife on him. 

“You white racist pigs put it 
there," cried Reco Ardel. "I 
saw you.” .

RENTAL CATCH 

Criticism on zoning 
tabbed red herring 


Municipal politicians have 
scorned a suggestion that the 
provincial government 
overrule municipal zoning 
decisions to ensure an 
adequate supply of rental 
accommodation. 

"Absolutely absurd and 
ridiculous,” said Victoria Aid. 
Mike Young of the proposal by 
Victoria Real Estate Board 
chairman Eric Charman. 

Young said the deaith of 
new rental accommodation 
has nothing to do with zoning, 
but is the direct result of ever- 
increasing land values, 
soaring construction costs and 
high interest rates. 

He termed Charman’s 
zoning criticisms "an absolute 
red herring." 

Charman claimed the four 
core municipalities are 
strangling 4 the housing 
market, and ignoring the 
provincial government's 
housing aspirations, with 
restrictions on higher density 
development. 

But young said the only area 
of the city where residential 
density has been reduced is 
James Bay, and there it was 
not done to "crucify" the 
developer but mainly in 
recognition that “there was a 


real crisis developing from 
the point of view of ingress 
and egress.” 

Oak Bay’s acting mayor 
John Goult accused Charman 
of trying to get the provincial 
government to do his job for 
him. 

“My first reaction is that 
it’s just the sort of statement 
you'd expect from the 
president of the real estate 
board. It’s self serving,” he 
said. 

Goult said all four core 
municipalit ies have laid down 
guidelines for apartment 
zones and apartment con¬ 
struction. 

"Oak Bay has large areas 
zoned for apartments, and has 
had for a long time. We have 
no high rise zones, that's all.” 

Goult said the biggest 
stumbling block to apartment 
construction was the in¬ 
sistence by developers that 
they want to build con¬ 
dominiums, not rental 
apartments. 

“I don’t agree,” said 
Saanich Mayor Ed Lum. 
"Zoning must be in the hands 
of municipalities because in 
this way we get development 
sensible to the area.” 

Lum insisted zoning is one 


of the rights given to 
municipalities by the province 
along with the responsibility 
for carrying it out and it is 
"the only way to control 
development.” 

Meanwhile, the Landlord 
and Tenant Advisory Bureau 
has urged action from all local 
municipalities — particularly 
the city of Victoria — to tackle 
the rental accommodation 
problem which it says has 
reached “major proportions”' 
in the Greater Victoria area. 

The bureau, in a resolution 
to be discussed at next week’s 
meeting of Greater Victoria 
Intermunicipal Committee, 
says the apartment vacancy 
rate continues at the level of 
about .2 per cent. 

It reports that one agei 
survey of James Bay foj 
only three apart mant 
vacant among 800, and ,tn 
Sidney no vacancies at all 
among 489 units. Figures from 
another source indicated only 
25 vacancies among 11,863. 

The bureau says many 
tenants are now in ac¬ 
commodation “inadequate to 
their needs,” while con¬ 
struction of new apartments 
in Greater Victoria “appears 
to be virtually halted."

The B.C. government plans 
to launch an inquiry into the 
real estate business, 
specifically appraisals and 
the commission system. 

•‘There are fortune hunters 
in the real estate field,” At¬ 
torney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald told the legislature this 
week as he closed debate on 
the budget speech 
Some people are playing the 
housing market in the same 
way others play the stock 
market, he said, and the 
government plans an inquiry 


either by a legislative com¬ 
mittee, the law reform 
commission or a royal 
commission 

He said the inquiry would 
investigate how appraisals 
and re-appraisals can drive up 
the cost of housing 

In the Lower Mainland 
especially, he said, real estate 
firms appraise a house at a 
certain value and then pur¬ 
chase it through one of their 
agents. Then they 7 have the 
home re-appraised at a higher 
value and re-sell it. 


Macdonald said he was 
concerned about the lack of 
standards for appraisers and 
would also like to see com¬ 
mission rates investigated. 

lie said he would like to see 
new laws which would 
democratize the system to 
protect real estate salesmen 
and would like to investigate 
whether municipalities could 
play a role in selling houses. 

The attorney-general also 
announced that the govern 
ment is considering a bail 


supervision service to keep an 
eye on people who are free on 
bail pending trial. 

People sometimes wait as 
long as two years for trial, he 
said, and often get into trouble 
again while they are out on the 
streets or fail to show up for 
trial. 

The government also 
recognizes the ‘tremendous” 
need for forensic services in 
the province, especially for 
people who are now 
automatically committed to 


an institution before they go 
before a judge,.he said. 

People who are sent to jail 
often return to society more 
dangerous than before they 
went in, he said, and except 
for the 20 per cent who are 
vicious or dangerous 
criminals, the jail system 
should be phased out. 

His department is looking 
towards alternatives to prison 
and incarceration, Macdonald 
said.

The special legislative 
committee on assessment 
procedures has not yet held 
one public hearing and 
already it is under attack by 
the two Conservative MLAs. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said the committee 
has negated its whole purpose 
by deciding at its organization 
meeting last week that it 
would only hear from groups 
"it thinks advisable.” 

"Judging from the volume 
of mail I've had on 
assessments, its a very im¬ 
portant subject to a wide 
cross-section of people,” 
Wallace said. “There’s 
nothing more undemocratic 


than to suggest the committee 
can pick and choose who it 
hears." 

The 11-member, all-party 
committee was set up on a 
motion by Premier Barrett to 
review assessment 
procedures in B.C. and make 
recommendations to the 
legislature before the spring 
session is completed. 

Hugh Curtis (PC-Saanich 
and the Islands), a member of 
the committee, who did not 
attend the organizational 
meeting, has also complained 
about the committee struc¬ 
ture. 

In a letter to committee 
chairman Carl Liden (NDP- 


Delta), Curtis said he was 
most concerned about the 
time factor. 

"It would be most regret¬ 
table if your committee at¬ 
tempted some sort of rushed 
"patch-up job" in order to 
bring about some relief for 
1973 but failed to clearly 
understand and come to grips 
with this very complicated 
subject," said the letter. 

He suggested the committee 
make a ‘‘reasonable 
recommendation” dealing 
with this year alone but said 
the group has a responsibility 
to make the best effort to 
untangle the assessment 
problem no matter how long it 
takes. 


Lauk apologizes for remarks 


Industrial Development 
Minister Gary Lauk has 
apologized to the legislature 
and to Socred MLA Jim 
Chabot for "a completely 
intemperate statement” he 
made last week in connection 
with two confidential 
government memos that 
disappeared from the MLA's 
dining room about two weeks 
ago. 

In a confrontation outside 
the House last week, Lauk 
implied that Chabot had 
something to do with the 
missing memos, telling* him 
he could go to jail for what he 
did. 

Chabot shouted back at 
him: "Don't you threaten me, 
Mr. Minister." 

In a statement to the 
legislature, Lauk apologized 


for any embarrassment he 
may have caused Chabot and 
the legislature. 

The two memos, one from 
Lauk to Premier Barrett and 
the other from the premier to 
Lauk. dealt with Lauk's 


proposal to "buy a piece” of 
Tech West, a firm specializing 
in technological research. 

The premier in his memo 
told Lauk to raise the matter 
in cabinet. 


Amendments passed last 
session to the Assessment 
Equalization Act Constitute 
"the most vicious piece of 
legislation" passed by the 
NDP government, Socred 
MLA Jim Chabot (Columbia 
River) told the legislature this 
week. 

Chabot said he has received 
stacks of letters from his 
constituents complaining 
about assessment increases of 
up to 900 per cent. 


Who 

gets 

fines? 


The provincial government 
is taking over the ad¬ 
ministration of municipal 
courts this year, but will the 
revenue from fines also flow 
into provincial coffers? 

Premier Barrett said 
earlier this week the matter 
was still under consideration, 
a statement contrary to recent 
remarks by Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald who said the 
province would take the fine 
revenue. 

The question was raised in 
the legislature by Hugh Curtis 
(P.C.—Saanich and the 
Islands). Curtis told the House 
that the cost of running B.C.’s 
municipal courts was $5.6 
million in 1973. Revenue from 
fines which went to the 
municipalities was $4.0 
million. 

If fines go to the province 
after it takes over municipal 
courts, there will be no sub¬ 
stantial saving to 
municipalities as suggested in 
recent newspaper ads placed 
by the government, Curtis 
said.

Members of 3 PPCLI climb down St. Croix nets 

Commandos strike 
at Barkley Sound 


Commandos made a mock 
attack on the beaches of 
Barkley Sound on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island this 
month in an operation 
designed to test the mettle of 
local servicemen. 

A 30-man “enemy” force 
from the 3rd. Battalion, 
Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry, first en¬ 
trenched themselves on the 
north side of Toquart Bay. 
running a radio monitoring 
device and supplying arms to 
a Vancouver Island guerrilla 
group. 


The next day. HMCS Porte de 
la Heine and HMCS Porte 
Quebec, manned by naval 
reservists from HMCS 
Malahat and HMCS Discovery 
from Victoria and Vancouver, 
rendezvoued in the sound. 

Under cover of darkness 50 
PPCLI soldiers on board 
clambered down the ships' 
sides and into assault boats. 

Once ashore, they checked on 
the enemy until, three days 
later, another loo PPCLI 
soldiers arrived aboard the 


destroyer-escorts HMCS St. 
Croix, HMCS Chaudiere and 
HMCS Mackenzie. 

After a two-mile run to shore, 
they worked their way 
through the west coast rain 
forest. It took them seven 
hours to move 2,500 yards 
through the terrain. 

In gale winds and snow 
showers they attacked the 
radio station at night, over¬ 
powering the nerve centre of 
the “enemy*’ and wiping out 
all resistance.

Tory MLA Hugh Curtis 
i Saanich and the Islands) told 
(the House the minister has 
own genuine concern about 
|>roblems of people in 
griculture. 

I The professional staff of the 
■minister’s department, Curtis 


said, had been willing to try 
nut innovative progiams. 
Curtis, member of the 
standing committee on 
agriculture which travelled 
the province extensively last 
year, said the agricultural 
department had done “a good, 
sometimes excellent job.” 

But he voiced concern over 
possible conflicts within the 
NDP cabinet. The interests of 
the agriculture department, 
he said, were bound to conflict 
with those of the lands and 
forests or parks departments. 


Stupich assured the House 
that while there were 
inevitable conflicts, the 
cabinet was trying to solve 
them with the interests of all 
British Columbians at heart. 

Socred MLA Don Phillips 
(South Peace River) was less 
flattering in his assessment of 
Stupich’s accomplishments. 

He lambasted the absence of 
substantial funds in the 
estimates for loans to far¬ 
mers. 


stupich countered by poin¬ 
ting out that it is government 
policy to assist farmers by 
backing loan applications 
rather than through direct 
assistance, although an 
estimated $2.5 million had 
also been set aside for that 
purpose.
